the physical, and fourthly, the 
d and Mental Sciences, as Psy- 
chology, Logic, Ethics, Asthetics 

The author then discusses the 
od of teaching, as to which is 
erable; by professors or by 
tutors ; by lectures or by text- 
hook fn favor of a 
combination of the two methods; 
We have not space in which to 
notice all the points of this lecture 
which oilers BO many valuable sug- 
to those interested in the 
subject of Education.

Some such gentle and gracious 
attitude as this;, it seems to me, 
would better suit women in regard 
to public affairs, than that actual 
taking sides and fighting in the 
battles of the political arena, to 
which the exercise of manhood 
suffrage would compel us.

Whether this grand scheme 
is ever reduced to practice is doubt- 
ful, but these papers have taught 
some truths that may better the 
condition of woman, by showing 
her the advantage and importance 
of self-reliance.
